GIANT LINER GOES DOWN 
IN ST. LAWRENCE RIVER 
19 MINUTES AFTERCBASH 


MONTREAL, Que., May 29.—Estimates of the loss 
of life in the sinking of the steamer Empress of Ireland 
in the St. Lawrence river early this morning placed the 
total death list at 1,030 this afternoon. The ship's com­ 
pany of passengers and crew was 1,367. Only 337 have 
been saved. 
The Canadian Pacific authorities, owners of the 
Empress, today had accepted the fact that most of the 
passengers and crew' of their vessel 
were dead. 
This 
w as indicated in a statement which Sir George Shaugh- 
nessy made public this afternoon. 
The Empress of Ireland sunk nineteen minutes af­ 
ter she was rammed in a heavy fog this morning by the 
Norw egian collier Storstad. The Storstad crashed nto 
the Empress as she wras lying still, ripping her open 
from the middle to the stem. Her water tight bulk­ 
heads were rendered useless by the manner of the rip 
in her side. 
The night fog and suddenness all lent horror to the 
accident which came iii as startling a fashion as that 
other disaster when the Titanic went down. Screams of 
women and shouts of men rang out through the night 
as the Storstad, low lying, heavy laden, came out of the 
night murk and smashed, head-on, into 
the Empress. 
Confusion followed. Roused from sleep by the crash of 
the meeting vessels, the passengers of the liner flocked 
to the decks, many clad only in 
their 
night-clothing, 
and a rush for the boats followed. The crew of the ship 
and most of the male passengers aided to quell the tu­ 
mult and, though the big vessel listed and sunk in nine­ 
teen minutes, several life-boats were got into the water. 
It was believed, th a t Captain Kendall of the Em press was one of th e 
last to leave his ship. 
He was reported to have been picked up from 
wreckage after the governm ent ships arrived.

Among the more prominent pas­ 
sengers on the Empress of Ireland 
were Sir Henry Seton Kerr of Lon­ 
don and Laurence Irving, who is the 
son of Sir Henry Irving, the noted 
actor.

Confusion followed. Roused from sleep by the crash of 
the meeting vessels, the passengers of the liner flocked 
to the decks, many clad only in 
their night-clothing, 
and a rush for the boats followed. The crew of the ship, 
and most of the male passengers aided to quell the tu­ 
mult and, though the big vessel listed and sunk in nine­ 
teen minutes, several life-boats wer got into the water.

Morris placed the public school sys­ 
tem above Magna Charta as an agen­ 
cy of liberty. 
Upon this point the 
lieutenant governor said: 
“The establishm ent of our system j 
of free public schools has done more j 
to advance the cause of civilization ] 
than Magna Charta. The great char­ 
ter made secure popular rights 
of 
untold value. 
It marked an event in 
civilization of the first m agnitude. 
But w ithout 
popular 
education 
it 
w'ould have rem ained a m ere piece 
of parchment, for an illiterate peo­ 
ple could not have developed the m a­ 
chinery and agencies for the prac­ 
tical a ff e c ta t io n 
of 
the 
liberties 
which it granted. 
“Our system cf free public schools, 
I that is of popular education,

! m anency to the eternal principles of 
i justice and equality

in 


I Magna Charta.
